A Norwegian newspaperin May 
reported that never before hasfur 
industry been asunderattackasit is 
now. Some Oslo furdealershave 
been the repeated targets of 
vandalism and threats. For months, 
furdealers like Stein Phillip Thoresen in 
Oslo have dealt with attempted 
break-ins, smashed windowsand 
other forms of vandalism. His shop, 
AtelierHenry Phillip, has been a 
constant target as has his home and 
even hiscar. He's not alone. Other 
clothing storesselling furcoatsand 
accessories a re also frequent targets. 

Sine e 2003, mo re tha n 150 a tta c ks 
have been reported to police, 50 of 
which have been in the last six 
months The police, however, haven't 
made any arrestsand dealers like 
Thoresen are getting desperate. He 
hassaid that unless the activistsare 
caught soon, he will likely quit the 
business, which he understandsis 
probably exactly what those behind 
the attackswant him to do. The 
picture below isof a furshop that 
received £20,000 worth of damage 
from activists in May this year. 




Media in Sweden reported that43 
hunting towerswere sawed into 
firewood outside Falkenberg in the 
monthsof March, April and May. 
Police suspected animal rights 
activists were responsible, with at 
least thirteen different actio ns carried 
out to destroy the towers, some with 
the use of a chain saw.

NElCU&Judge Ross 
crucify civil liberties 


Sean Kirtley was sente need to 4 
and a half years in prison followed 
by 5yearsof draconian limitson his 
everyday life all in all a 10year 
sentence. Ihose of us who have 
protested alongside him testify that 
he wasneverabusive or 
threatening, he did not cause 
criminal damage, he did not harm 
anyone orthreaten to. He did what 
many activistsof every 
denomination do, he handed out 
leaflets, put posts on an inoffensive 
website, held a banner(eg stop 
Sequani animal testing) and vocally 
expressed his disgust at experiments 
on animals without the use of 
e xp le ti ve s o r th re a ts. 

The odiouscreep J udge Ross has 
defecated overthe hard won right 
to protest and even given 
commendationsto the police who 
orchestrated this crackdown on 
what little democracy we do have. 
Everyone involved in thiscase from 
the snivelling liars behind the 
screensto the prosecutorLockhart 
isan absolute disgrace to 
huma nity. They a II c lea rly a re of the 
opinion that peacefully expressing 
your views is a worse crime than 
raping a child or killing someone 
been left to fend forthemselves 


and we utterly condemn their 
lackofbasic decencyand 
integrity. 

Dave Griffiths who was 
manipulated into a guilty plea 
even though he stood a bout on 
demosoften not even holding a 
bannerand nevershouting was 
given 30 weeks suspended for2 
years, a hundred hours 
community service and a 2 year 
CRASBO. He has NO previous 
convictions 

Of course Netcu have popped 
something up on theirwebsite 
a bout the whole affair using 
Sean'sconviction and sentence 
asa fig leaf fortheirfailure to 
incarcerate the otherll activists 
despite squandering millionsof 
pounds of tax-payers money. 
Maybe Dl Williamscould tell usall 
what he meansby "lawful 
protest" because it would appear 
to mean writing an occasional 
letterto the paperoran MP to 
mildly criticise. Whilst Dl Williams 
and his gremlins have 
exaggerated thiscase to the 
max' ordinary folk suffering from 
attacks by actual criminals have 
been left to fend forthemselves 


despite paying forthisfarce. 

Ross is quoted assaying that Sean 
organised a campaign which 
involved "harassmentand 
intimidation of staff at Sequani 
and its partners and neighbouring 
premises, criminal damage, 
assault, annoying 
communicationsand letterwriting 
campaigns". If he said that then 
he iseitherlying orhe had not 
listened to any of the evidence. 
Of course Netcu have a very vivid 
imagination, its the additives in 
the donuts! 

Harassment and intimidation: 
Anyone who cannot cope with 
peaceful demonstrationsduring 
which none of them were 
harmed orthreatened should 
maybe not work at a n a nima I 
torture centre. Quite frankly 
histrionics, exaggerationsand lies 
from behind a screen about how 
traumatised you are because 
people object to you poisoning 
and murdering innocent 
creatures does not count as 
harassment orintimidation to 
anyone of normal resolve. 

Security guards at least had some 
integrity by saying that they were 


neither intimidated orharassed and 
considering that they are the only workers 
we speak to surely they provide some sort of 
benchmark. 

Criminal damage: We are only aware of one 
incident of damage; a window wasbroken 
ata company connected with Sequani, 
accidentally by one activist who owned up 
to it. Sean wasnot involved. So Ross believes 
he should serve 4.5 yearsforsomeone else's 
action. Even if Sean had broken the window 
on purpose is this really worse than raping 
someone, orbeating someone to a pulp? 

NO-ONE haseverbeen assaulted on any 
demonstration except us by Sequani 
employees. If anyone hasbeen assaulted 
why wasevidence not put before the jury? 
Thisisa disgraceful, blatant lie. 

Annoying communicationsand letterwriting 
campaigns. First of all, a company like 
Sequani hate anyone who doesnotthink 
thatthey are the most fabulous people on 
the planet. Of course many of us think that 
they are despicable animal abusers. Many 
people write polite lettersto companieswith 
dubious morals when all that company 
wantsare letters telling them how greatthey 
are. Tough Sequani deal with it. Malicious 
letters of course are very naughty and those 
who send them can go to prison. Eitherway 
Sean is not responsible for letters written, calls 
made orfaxessent by anyone else. To lay 
the blame at his feet is nonsense. It is possible 
that if anything bad happens to a Sequani 
workerforexample a mugging thatthiswill 
be attributed to known campaigners using 
this logic. Run a campaign against an animal 
research company and you are responsible 
forevery little offence given over which you 
have no control, no evidence needed.

SOCPA and NETCU. 


NETCU always wanted to round 
up animal rights people and 
throw away the key. On their 
website they have made this very 
clear. Of course to achieve this 
objective they along with their 
chums in government and media 
had to demonise animal rights 
protestors and at the same time 
put halo son the vivisectors. 

Of course animal rights folkare a 
mixed bunch. Some people within 
the movement are prepared to 
use civil disobedience, cause 
property damage, occupy 
offices, etc but many others who 
do not wish to be arrested, or 
may not approve of such tactics 
have protested legally. Other 
campaignscontain an equally 
diverse bunch of individuals. 

Ihere is always someone brave 
enough to scale thatfence at a 
nuclearbase and alwaysothers 
who playtheirequally important 
role holding banners exactly 
where the police tell them to. 

Now NETCU’s express desire is to 
silence AREs(animal rights 
extremists as some of us a re 
known to them) and within that 
definition is anyone who attends 
a demonstration against animal 
abuse if you are opposed to 
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vivisection you are basically a 
terrorist. With the government 
they have tried to get the public 
to believe that: 

1. All animal research is essentia I 
and formedical reasonsonly. 

2. That animal rights activists a II 
use violence and try to kill people 
(which means that we are also 
grossly incompetent because of 
the complete absence of dead 
bodiesand missing limbs). 

3. That animal rights activists 
simply by being opposed to 
torturing animals in laboratories 
are opposed to medical research 
and hypocritesto boot because 
humans can only live if they take 
animal tested drugs(preferably 
every day) and as we are 
obviously alive we must have a 
big stash of medication which we 
administerin secret every day. 

Disgracefully it ha seven been 
suggested by some 
commentators (not NETCU ortheir 
chums in the government...not 
yet a nywa y) tha t a II a nti 
vivisectionistsshould be denied 
medical care despite the fact 
thatsome of usare nursesand 
doctors, despite the fact that we 
have paid ourtaxesforsuch care 
if we need it and despite the fact 
thaton numerousoccasions 
many of us have required the 
services of Accident and 
Emergency, ITU and the morgue 
following attacks on us by animal

4. That as a result of a II this 
that it is legitimate to make 
anti vivisection 
demonstrations illegal under 
SOCPA asthe police were 
incapable of facilitating 
peaceful legal protest whilst 
investigating who was 
responsible fortorching a 
vivisectors car. 

Helpfully Netcu tells us that it "acts 
asa central support service for 
businessand the academic sector 
targeted by domestic extremists 
particularly organisations involved 
in orwith connections to the animal 

research industry.We provide 

tactical guidance, security advice 
and support", which is very nice of 
them but just bear in mind that if 
your business is being run into the 
ground by criminal gangsyou are 
on yourown afterail being 
physically assaulted in yourcomer 
shop is hardly as worrying as 
someone holding a banneroutside 
and thus the law now gives more 
protection to the victims of ba nner 
holding than itdoesto battered 
health care workers and small shop 
owners. 

No mention of threats, verbal abuse 
and physical attacks by pro 
vivisectionists, security and police. 
No mention of unlawful a mests. the 


police handing overconfidential 
information on activists to vivisectors 
or the fact that many scientists 
believe that testing on animals itself 
hinders medical advancement. Of 
course the real reason NETCU and 
the government a re so interested is 
the economic bit (we could almost 
be writing a bout them on every other 
point). We at NW believe that if 
something is unethical, hinders 
progress, causes pa in and misery and 
that we would all be betteroff 
without it we really do not care about 
jobsoreconomic growth just as we 
rea lly would not be too bothered 
a bout the la mentations of those who 
lost out when people were freed from 
the horrors of slavery. Of course we 
have no problemswith in vitro testing, 
computer models, using volunteer 
humansetc aslong assuch research 
is not detrimental to anyone's well 
being, forexample GMOs To make it 
a crime to challenge the practice of 
vivisection as any criticism could in 
theorycause economic damage isa 
very dangerous precedent.

LEAVE IT IN THE GROUND! 



On 13th J une 2008 protestors 
halted a coal train carrying fuel 
forDrax powerstation in Yorkshire, 
the single biggest source of C02 
in the UK. Dressed in white overalls 
and canary outfits, the protestors 
used safety signals to stop the 
train on a bridge overlooking the 
powerstation, before climbing on 
board and dumping coal off onto 
the tracks. 

Ihe train wasstopped on a 
branch line used exclusively for 
delivering coal to Drax. Protestors 
used a network of climbing ropes 
to suspend themselvesunderthe 
bridge from the train to prevent 
the train from moving. The last 
report from the action wasabout 
the police evicting the protestors. 

The protest was timed six weeks 
before the all vegan Camp for 
Climate Action in August 2008 at 
Kingsnorth powerstation - which 
will also highlight how using coal 
to supply energy will be a disaster 
for the planet. 


MANSIONS BURNING 



The most recent development to 
go up in smoke wasa $3.5 million 
mansion destroyed in the evening 
ofj une 2 nd , as pictured above. 

In total, 16 partially orrecently 
constructed luxury mansions have 
been intentionally burnt down in 
southeast Charlotte, western Union 
County, and Lane aster County, 
South Carolina since 2001. 
Authorities have yet to find who is 
responsible for the fires, but now 
believe that radical 
environmentalists may be behind 
the arsons Ihe fire at 8407 Winged 
Bourne Drive, south Charlotte, 
started about 7:30 p.m. in a second 
floor hallway and spread quickly, 
shooting flames hundreds of feet 
into the air. The three-story mansion 
wasabout 60%complete. Within 24 
hours Investigator ruled outall 
possible accidental causes.

Police 
plans to contain everyone in a 
pen outside a neighbouring unit 
were foiled, and protestors 
managed to getto the factory. 
Ihe factory gates miraculously 
opened aftera tug, asa police 
van attempted to block the 
entrance to the EDO/ITTcarpark, 
but around 200 protestors seized 
the opportunity to enterthe car 
parkand vent their rage against 
the armscompany. Minutes later, 
lOwindowshad been smashed 
with "smash capita "and "Fuck 
EDO"graffitied on the building. 

Sc hNews pointed out that even 
the managing directorhad his 
SUV treated to a few bricks
